following report of a tragic suicide, or 
accident, which occured in that neigh¬ 
borhood Saturday, July 20* 

One of the most horrible affairs that 
has occurred in Anderson county for 
many years, if not in all time, oc¬ 
curred at Ashbrook on last Saturday 
afternoon, July 20. About 5 o’clock 
young Cheste* Robinson, aged only 
seventeen years, shot himself in the 
breast, either by accident or with 
suicidal intent, and inflicted a fatal 
wound, from the effects of which he 
diid in a short time. The young lady 
with whom the boy was driving was 
Miss Gertrude Sagracy, the daughter 
of Mr. Jesse Sagracy, of the Kirkland 
neighborhood. She is a bright and at¬ 
tractive young girl, only fourteen years 
old. It is reported that the couple 
were to have been married in just a 
few weeks at the most.

Shelbyville, Ky., July 28. - An agre>- 
hient has been entered into between 
the Shelby county BoarbW Control o I 
the Burley Tobacco Society and the 
Louisville Tobacco Warehouse Comv 
pany whereby the warehouse company 
is to stpro the pooled tobacco of thoae 
members of the society who wish to 
move their 1906 crop from borne and 
also to advance money on it. 

The warehouse company is to store 
all the pooled tobacco that]leaves the 
county and advance aa much at $100,000 
on it if necessary and to carry the same 
| for two years.

Col. Will S. Hayes, the widely known 
poet, song writer and riverman, died , 
at his home in Louisville last Tues- 
day evening, July 23d. Col. Hayes I 
jvas probably most widely known as j 
the author of many popular songs. 
Among these the most widely circu- J 
lated and most popularly sung verses 
were "Mollie Darling” and “Dixie,” 
the latter having become the National I 
song of the South during the civilwkr. j 
Col. Hayes was seventy years old last 
Friday. In the past year or two he 
has suffered several strokes of apo¬ 
plexy. He grew more feeble after 
each attack until the end came last 
Tuesday evening. In his younger days 
he was well known among river men 
from Pittsburg to New Orleans. For 
many years he has been river editor 
of the Courier-Journal. Probably no 
more appropriate or touching epitaph 
could be written of Col. Hayes than a 
| few verses written by himself upon 
1 hearing of the death of an old steam¬ 
boat friend, Capt. White^ Passing 
along the river front, he overheard the 
remark by some one, "Capt. White 
died last night.” Picking up a scrap 
of wrapping paper from the sidewalk, 
he stepped, Ao a telegfaph post and 
wrote the following verses, entitled 
”H1S LAST TRIP.” 

Mate, get ready down on deck; 

I'm heading for the shore; 

I’ll ring the bell, for I must land 
This boat forever more. 

Say, pilot, can you see that light—

The series of out¬ 
rages committed by the Chilean mob 
so the sailors of the Baltimore had 
sroused the country. Evans, in com¬ 
mand of the Yorktown. steamed Into 
the harbor of Valparaiso, demanded 
and obtained an apology from the 
Chilean government and the com- j 
nander of the Chilean man-of-war for i 
the stoning of the American sailors, !

GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS 


Not many farmers who have been raiaing tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding their tobacco in barns 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fact 
pressed moderately together, aa this will prevent much loss in 
weight which happens whep often coming in and going out of case. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left until it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of as much hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult Mr. Wk« before taking your 
tobacco down. If it should come into the w; i. bt.u.o in too high 
case so that there is likely to bcAi^mgtd tobacco after prizing, it 
will have to be at the Owner’s risKand expense. This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rehung in the ware¬ 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance money on 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best tests 
is that after two or three dry, still days the tobacco is found early 
in the dav. say before 8 o’clock, to be in good case, there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. 

Follow these directions and let every man who knows how to 
handle in summer order render what assistance and advice he can 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next season we will not 
have this trouble. 

I will be glad to answer any questions growers may wish to 
ask me in reference to this matter.
